facilitate the Control Yuanis work. YP leaders TSENG hii (oY li}, 
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TSO Shunesheng (77 Woe *¢ ) and LT Huang (4 if ) had agreed (?with the Kuomintang) 
not. to consider problems concerning the Executive, Judicial and Examination Yuan 
until those of the legislative Yuan had been settled, and when CHIANG umexpec~
